MAN SLAYS WIFE 
T0 WED HER CHILD 


Confessions Show Higgins 
aud Girl Planned to 
Make It Appear 
Accident. 


ASKED AID FROM OTHERS. | 


Young Woman Wrote to Unele 


Urging Him to Kill Her 
Mother After Fam- 


ily Feud, 
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(BY A STAPF CORRESPONDENT.) 
Aledo, III., Jan. i9.—[Special. josRebert Hig- 
gins of North Henderson, member of a prom- 
inent Mercer county family, today confessed 
he murdered his wife. The crime was com- 
mitted, he said, because he was in love with 
hig 15 year old stepdaughter, Julia Finke, 
and wanted to marry her. 
The girl's mother was aware of the cou- 
ple’s intimacy and had denounced them in 
the presence of the man's relatives. The 
man and the girl then conspired to put the 
woman out of the way. They tried once and 
failed. The second attempt, made on Jan.5, 
resulted in Mrs. Higgins being killed 
stantly. 
Before the coroner's jury Higgins and 
the girl told a story which resulted in a ver- 
dict of accidental death being returned. They 
convinced the jurors a shotgun had exploded 
while Higgins was cleaning it. 


Girl First to Confess, 

On Sunday the girl, who is in the custody of 
an aunt, Mre. Charles Franklin of Gales- 
burg, confessed. Todey Higgins, who is in 
jail here, made a written statement which 
confifms all the girl had said. 

It has developed that there were in exist- 
ence two letters that compromised the giri. 
These letters had been written by her to her 
uncle. C. W. Ernst of Galesburg, and to her 
cousin, Marie Ernst, C. W. Ernst's daughter. 
These letters sought to have C. W. Ernst 
murder Mrs. Higgins. 

The letters were written in October and 
November. Ernst, however, because of en- 
mity existing between himself and his sis- 
ter, did not notify Mrs. Higgins of the nature 
of the communication. He con him- 
self with calling on Mies Flake secretly and 
nn her if she was crazy.

The second letter, which was addressed 
to Ernst, said:

If 
you do what I want you to do I will pay 
you well, but not until I am 1s. You can 
come and see me at the schoolhouse at 
recess. Why did not Marie answer my 
other letter? 


Letters Kept from Jury, 

The explanation of these letters is that 
Ernst and his sister, Mrs. Higgina, were not 
on good terms. Ernst and other relatives 
had bitterly opposed the woman's marriage 
to Higgins. This feud is said to have been 
due to disagreements over property. Ernat 
ia said to have talked about killing hie sta- 
ter, in a fit of rage, and the Flake girls had 
overheard the threat. 

Ernst did not show the letters to the cor- 
oner’s jury which investigated the death of 
Mrs. Higgins, but later he called on State's 
Attorney Boutelle of Knox county and 
showed the missives to him. Boutelle re- 
ferred Ernst to State’s Attorney John M. 
Wilson of this city, North Henderson being 
in this (Mercer) county. 

Mr..Wiison made a preliminary investiga- 
tion and found that the Flake girl had left 
Nor‘h Henderson and had gone to Hermon 
te make her home with a relative, A. J. Ernst. 
Having made certain that Higgins was stil) 
in North Henderson, Wilson went to Chi- 
cago, where he obtained the services of De- 
tectives Hopper and Cochran of the McGuire 
and White agency. 


Detectives Obtain Confession. 

The detectives arrived at Galesburg on 
Saturday. Without letting Higgins know 
what they were about they brought the 
Flake girl to Galeqburg and on Sunday, after 
an all day session in the courthouse, Wilson 
succeeded in getting a confession from her. 

This confession was taken down by a ste: 
nographer, but Mr. Wilson has declined to 
give out the details. It hag been ascertained,

KAGOSHIMA, Japan, Jan. 106. Three hun- 
dred persons, refugees from the island of 
Sakura, recently destroyed by volcanic erup- 
tions, were buried under a falling cliff ina 
neighboring village today. 
bodies haye been recovered. 

Fresh eruptions of the volcano of Sakura- 
Jima occurred today. They were accom- 
panied by — and violent subter- 
ranean noises. 

The governor of Hokkaido today estimates 
that about 300,000 people on,the-island of 
Kiushiu will need relief and that about $3.- 
500,000 will be required. 

This city is recovering from the complete 
prostration which followed the first erup- 
tion. 


Two Mizsion Workers Escape. 
TOKIO, Jan. 19.—The experiences of sev- 
eral American missionaries during the catas- 
trophe at Kagoshima are recounted in a dis- 
patch from the Rev. John C. Davison of 
Andover, N. J., belonging to the Methodist 
Episcopal mission at Kumamoto. 

He says Miss Alice Finlay of Coshocton, 
O., and Miss Carolyn Teague are safe. 

Miss Teague,” he says, was visiting 
Miss Finlay at Kagoshima and expected to 
return to Kumamoto on Saturday, the 10th, 
but was persuaded to stay over Sunday, when 
the earth began shaking. On Monday morn- 


ing the shocks became more severe and Miss 
Teague decided to return to Kumamoto. 


Miss Teague entrained for Kumamoto 
and the train was just ready to start when 
it was shaken by a great explosion which 
tore up the rails. Miss Teague groped her 
way back to Miss Finlay's house, but found 
everybody gone except the woman cook, 
with whom Miss Teague followed the crowd, 
and at 20’clock Tuesday morning arrived at 
Ijuin, fifteen miles by road. She reached 
Sendai next day and from there went over- 
land to Mizumi, and thence by steamer and 
train to Kumamoto.” . 


Wisconsin Man Tells Scene. 

A graphic narrative of the eruption is given 
today by Theodore R. Hoyer of Wisconsin, 
who was an eye witness. 

During the night of Jan. 14.“ he says, 
“a loud explosion was heard, followed by a 
flash of flame and a cloud of ashes, rising 
many thousand feet into the air. 

Beneath the cloud of smoke and ash 
broad streams of lava could be plainly seen 
flowing down the slopes to the sea. The 
forests on the mountain sides quickly caught 
fire, and the flames spread to the houses of 
the numerous little villages nearby. 

The principal crater of Sakura-Jima was 
evident as a gap a mile wide, in the side of 
the mountain. Below this were numerous 
smaller craters, emitting smoke and flames.

DEDICATING OUR DOLLARS. 

J. Rufus Griffiths of London and Walston 
H. Brown of New York have informed Chi- 
cago in a letter to Mayor Harrison that the 
city’s traction fund of approximately 8132. 
000,000 was “accumulated for and dedi- 
cated to subway purposes.” This is the 
first time there has been any prominent an- 
nouncement of the dedication. But these 
gentlemen surely would not have said, 
above their signatures, the trust fund has 
been dedicated unless they knew it had been. 

Perhaps they were present at the dedica- 
tory exercises, but Mr. Griffiths said that he 
had not been in Chicago for twelve years 
before his arrival a few years ago. The 
traction, fund has been accumulated in the 
last six years. It can be presumed, there- 
fore, that if the dedication took place in Chi- 
cago with these honored guests in attend- 
ance, the event must have occurred within 
the last few days. It might be of public 
interest to know what other persons were 
present. Who was the master of ceremo- 
nies? Who supplied the music? 

If, however, the function was held in 
New York or London, who were thereaepre- 
senting the city of Chicago? Possibly the 
dedication was held in Chicago before 
Messrs. Gifiths and Brown arrived here. 
In that event, who did the dedicating? 
Where? When? Who told Brown and 
Griffiths about it? Was the fund dedicated 
to any particular subway purpose? 

Several years ago, when it was proposed 
to spend some of the traction fund for sub- 
way planning, it was necessary to appea 
to a court to decide whether such a proposed 
expenditure would be legal. The court re- 
plied in the affirmative. Possibly that de- 
cision might be construed as a dedication. 
It is certain, however, that the court did 
not dedicate the traction fund “ to subway 
purposes of Mesers. Griffiths and Brown.

PELLAGRA IN NEW ENGLAND. 
GEHRILNG of Portland, Me., tells 
in the New York Medical Journal 
of three cases of pellagra recently 
observed in Oxford county, Maine. 
Many who read this article want to 
know what symptoms should cause one to 
suspect pellagra. In these three cases, sore 
mouth, burning in the mouth and salivation 
were present. There was also complaint 
of “burning in the stomach.” Diarrhea 
Was present in each case, and the patients 
complained that the bowel movements 
burned. 

This burning in the mouth, down the gul- 
let, in the stomach and sometimes in the 
lower bowel should cause one to suspect 
pellagra. 

One patient had a sunburn extending from 
her wrists to the ends of her fingers on the 
backs of her hands. 
backs of the hands “ looked as if painted 
with iodine.” The third showed a gh 
bordered discoloration of the skin, loo 
like a bad sunburn, over the forearms, shoul- 
ders, forehead and nose. 

The second symptom which should cause 
one to find out whether he has pellagra is 
sunburn reren when one should not 
sunburn. 


These cases en in the „garden 
spot of the earth,” Oxford county, Me. One 
lived in a crowded, dirty home; the others 
lived in clean, sanitary dwellings. They 
had never been outside of Maine. 

Recently Dr. Lee of Boston reported a 
case in a person who had not been out of 
New England for eighteen years. Dr. 
MacDonald reported cases that had de- 
veloped im Massachusetts. 

In none of these cases was it possible to 
prove, nor did it seem probable, that the 
food was the cause of the disease. These 
cases were in, or had been in, asylums, or 
had mental derangement. 

° — 

It is the history of pellagra that the first 
cases in a state are found in the asylums. 
After the people come to know the disease 
better, pellagring get suspicious of their 
condition earlier, and consult physicians 
able to recognize the disease; whereupon 
cases are found outside of institution popu’ 
lations. 

When American people have set them- 
selves to the task of controlling disease, they 
have succeeded as have no other people in 
the history of the world. Witness the con- 
trol of yellow fever, the subjugation of ma- 
laria in Panama, the complete ending of 
typhoid in the army. 

We have helped the Cuban, the Pana- 
manian, the soldier; in time we shall help 
the pellagrins among our population at 


large.

There is a large and influential party m@ 
Brasil, composed partly ef people who have 
remained imperialists right along and part- 
ly of citizens who have become dissatisfied 
on economic and political grounds with the 
republican régime, that is convinced that the 
salvation of Brazil lies in a restoration of 
its monarchy. 

Striking evidence of this was shown by 
the large majority by which the nationa, 
legislature at Rio enacted the other day the 
bill providing for the conveyance of the 
remains of the late ex-emperor and ex-em- 
press on a man-of-war, which has been dis- 
patched to Lisbon for the purpose. 

Before doing this the Brazilian government 
sought and obtained the consent of Dom 
Pedro's only daughter, the ex-crown princess 
of Brazil, who now makes her home in 
France with her Bourbon husband, Prince 
Gaston of Orleans, Comte d Hu. 

~~ 

The emperor and empresas were deposed 
by a revolution at Rio in November, 1889, 
and driven into exile a few hours later under 
circumstances of particular brutality, being 
placed on board a vessel leaving for Lisbon 
without any of their belongings or money, 
and without even any warm clothing needed 
for their arrival in Europe in midwinter. 

The empress, indeed, suffered so much 
that she died at Lisbon within a week after 
landing in Europe. Dom Pedro followed her 
to the grave just two years later, thoroughly 
broken in spirit, with the eventide of his 
well spent, useful life darkened by financial 
difficulties. 

He had made no provision against a rainy 
day, and what little he had he felt bound to 
spend on thoge retainers who had remained 
by his side, and who hed sacrificed their 
fortunes and their p for his sake. 

The remains of Dom Pedro and of the 
empress have hitherto reposed at Lisbon in 
that church of San Vincente where the for- 
mer monarehs of Portugal and the princes 
of the house of Braganza sleep their last 
sleep in coffins with glase Iie, exposed to 
the gaze of every visitor and tourist.

Man's arms have always been of great 
service to him. In the arborea) age they 
helped him swing from tree to tree. Later 
they were useful for transporting Christmas 
bundles, embracing the lady of his choice, 
making political speeches, and so om. But 
man’s arms were never designed for putting; 
this is work for the wrists. These are well 
oiled hinges, easily controled; they tan be 
trained to work almost automatically; they 
can brush a ball a few inches or they can 
filck it a hundred yards; they can caress or 
smite. Even in the long drive it is the turn 
of the wrists that puts the pace on the ball. 
When professional coaches play they play 
with their wriste; when they instruct a 
novice they spend their time telling him how 
to wave his arms There at least one 
notable exception. He goes by the name of 
O'Neill. 

Let us return to the ball, as the novelist 
returns to his story.“ We left it two feet 
from the hole. To propel it so that it will 
strike the back of the cup it is necessary to 
take the putter straight back. Stand as close 
to the ball as the Me of the putter allows. 
Face as you please; it pleases me to face 
along a line at an angle of 4 degrees.
